In police ceort yesterday afternoca 
a citizen, who resides on Clara street, 
was tried: on a charge of violating the 
health act in that he did not report a 
case of chicken pox in his home. The 
case was dismissed by the magistrate, 
one of the grounds for his decision 
being, that the health department had 
failed to prove that the house was’ not 
placarded according to law. 

According to the evidence yester- 
day it was found that an inmate of 
the house had been allowed to go to 
work in a Jaundry on Fraser avenue 
‘without any attempt being made to 
have the house fumigated. This. Dr. 
Whitelaw claimed was one point alone 
which should have warranted a con- 
viction, 

“A layman could not tell whether 
the patient had chicken pox or small 
pox, said the health officer, “and: ‘by 
‘the person in question going to work 
in that laundry the disease might 
have been spread all over the city.” 

The health officer further expressed 
the opinion that there must be some- 
thing wrong with the health act or it 
wotd not be necessary to prove so 
many technical points. He consid- 
ered a case of this nature one of the 
public against an individual and 
thought that the onus should be plac- 
ed on the person charged. 

Dr. Whitelaw will take the ques- 
tion wo avith the commissioners this 
afternoon and will ask for authority 
to appeal the case to a higher court. 


That ».the...current debt of the 
Province of Alberta has “increased 
in the past six months a total of 
$1,535,000, is shown by the cuompari- 
son of the figures brought down yes- 
terday by Premicr Sifton, with the 
figures he brought down some days 
ago, both sets representing the in- 
debtednes of the province on May 31, 
and on December 1st of this year. 
The Rutherford: administration went 
out of power on May gist leaving be- 
hind them a current debt of $1,- 
640,000, in round figures. Yesterday 
afternoon, in reply to Mr. Bennett 
the premier told the house that the 
current indebteaness of the province 
is now $3,175,000 in round figures, or

Of course 
that amount includes whatever cx- 
penditures have been made on tele- 
phones during the past six months 
This, however, does not reach the 
million mark, so that there is at least 
an indebtedness of about $1,000,000 
acquired since the first of June over 
and above telephones.

The province aproved of the project 
two years ago and I feel that it is still 
of ithe same opinion 

The diversified interests as to who 
should or should not get the contracts 
brought in a great deal of contro- 
versy when the money was in the 
banks and have caused a great many 
libellous insinuations to be uttered 
and published in the press concerning 
the agricultural and commercial value 
of our hinterland. ‘These tales, cir- 
culated in some quarters with unwar- 
‘ranted zeal, have in a large weasure 
deceived and befogged the minds of 
the public into believing that the 
country is practically a vast waste 
land. In order to join together these 
different factions, I feel that Atha- 
baska has been sacrificed. 

Before entering into details of illus- 
tration and elucidating to you to the 
best of my ability the value of the rid- 
ing of Athabaska as to its agricul- 
tural possibilities, its timber resources 
and its mining wealth, I will give you 
its area, the only means of tirans- 
portation that it has to-day and the

The area of the riding of Atha- 
baska is, roughly speaking, 75,000 
square miles or 45,000,000 acres. The 
present transportation facilities are 
by the Athabaska river which flows 
in a north-easterly direction — ‘I'his, 
with ‘its tributary from Lesser Slave 
Lake, forms the main highway of the 
northern country.

‘McMurray district, the second 
being an extension of the Edmonton 
and Athabasca line to’ Peace River 
crossing via Lesser Slave Lake, a 
route which is now already being set- 
tled, and the third ‘being from a point 
along the last mentioned line to Wabi- 
scaw and Font Vermilion. I (believe 
that with an amalgamation of the 
guarantee already given ‘by the pro- 
vince to the C.N.R. and the A.&G.W. 
the money could tbe secured to build 
the ¢avo first mentioned projects, The 
question l wish to ask is: Why should 
not sudh an amalgamation be made ? 

Now, Mr. Speaker, that I chave put 
forward my views on the railway 
necessities of the district of Athabas- 
ca, I would ask you to bear with me 
while I attempt to put before you the 
natural resources of the month. Ihave 
a book published under ithe direction 
of the Hon. Frank Oliver, ‘Minister of 
Whe Interior of Canada, entitled “The 
Great McKenzie Basin.” On page 38, 
Professor J. Macoun, Botanist, one 
of the great explorers who thas made 
sich a true picture of what ithe then 
Northwest Teitorrrics were, speaks as 
follows: 

“At Red River Fort a Frenchman 
named St. Cyr ‘had a garden and he 
growing in the garden that she did not 
know anything about. I went out to 
look at it, and there was a isplendid 
pach of cucumbers, many of them 
told me he ‘had a panticular hing 
ripe. That was in August. I said: 
‘Those are cucumbers; how did you 
atatr them ?’? He said: ‘I got the seed 
from England and put it in the ground, 
and ithat is what has come from it.’ 

“T passed down the Athabasca (from 
Fort Chippewyan) to the Mission and 
I found growing on soil that would 
be of no value here whatever, sand and 
muck, an old swamp where they had 
planted wheat'on May 5, and I found 
it in stook on August 26, and brought 
away from itithe grain that was award. 
ed the bronze medal at Philadelphia. 
in 1876. It was forwarded to me, but 
I said at did not belong ito de, but to 
the missionaries of Athabasca, I ex- 
hibited this very lot of grain tbefore 
Counsul Taylor and many other gen- 
tlemen, and the matter of ‘the mum- 
ber of grains in the fascicle avas ther 
discussed and mnde public. They took 
a quantity of awheat from ame and shel- 
led itjand Mr. Gouin, inspector of In- 
fand revenue, weighed it and it show- 
ed 68 Ibs to the bushel. 

“Barley ripens at Fort Simpson, lati- 
tude 62 every year between August 12 
and 20.” . 

Agaity allow me to quote out of the 
same book on page 10 pant of the re- 
pont of Inspector Jarvis who was de- 
tailed from Regina to the (Mackenzie

Smith's Landing: 

“This country and in fact all we 
have seen here, is, as Mr. Seton point- 
ed out to me, eminently suited for set- 
tlement. TShe ground ds a rich clay 
‘oam, The growth is chiefly black and 
white spruce, camarac, aspen pophir 
and yalm of igilead, while ‘birch and 
willow abound.
